Thus Ptolomens iayd alſo, that the deſire t 
Iiue long was in his Soule, which al waics 1 
eth; wherefore he wiſhed that his defire were 
accompliſhed after his death, as before he ſayd, 
ſith the Soule dyeth not; and in it is the deſire 
to liue long, it ſhould be an infayleable paine 
not to liue aſter death (as before ;) for he that 
lineth not after his corporall death, fhall not 
haue that that he hath deſired (that is) to liue 
Tong, and ſhould abide in cternall paine, if his 
deſire were not accompliſhed. | 
So concluded the ſaide Prolomens, being ne- 
ceſſary things for him and others to know, and 
to doe that which 2 ined to liue after 
death, as is before; and trueth it is, that he that 
taketh all the delights and ioy of this world 
only, although he Jiued a hundred yearcs, yet 
he lined not properly long: But he 2 ive 
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long, that at the end of this preſent life, he 
ſhould begin the life eternall, (that is to ſay) 
ths lite cucrlaſting in Heauen: So a man ought 
to perform his life in this world cee 


that they may line ſpiritually without end. For 


as he ſayd, one ſhall liuc euerlaſtingly without 
dying. Healſoacknowledget, that the life of 
this world was foone paſt and gon; which 
made him thinke that three ſcore a nd twelue 
yeares hecrc inithis vale of miſerie, is but a little 
and a ſmall terme of life to the life cuerlaſting. 
And therefore he ſayth, he that offereth him- 
ſelfe heereto liue vertuouſly in this world, aſtet 
this life he ſHall receiue the ſweet life that is 


ſure and laſteth for cuer: For though a man 


lined heere a hundred yeares or more, it is but 
a {mall time to the life to come. Therefore faith 
this Prolomens, I will line ſoberly with 
ſmall temporall goads that IE svs hath lent 
me, and euer to exile the deſire of worldly 
ritches and worldly worſhip. But they that 
ſet their minds wholy on worldly goods and 
vanity hath little hope of heauenly treaſure; It 
ſhutteth Mans heart that God may not enter, 
and buildeth a Man a place of no teſt in the 
Land of Darkeneſſe.

In the time of Winter, Aſtronomers did 
eate Beefe, Pozke, 15zawne,andal manner of 
Uenilon ; with Partriges, Feſanfs, and other 
Fowleof the Riuer with other Peates which 
they beſt affected; foz that ts the ſeaſon of the 
yeare that nature ſufereth moſt plenty of WMic-

het the body : In this time they vſed often to dzink 
and ſtrong Wine agreeing to their complection, as 
uel Baſtard⸗ wine and Sus kadell, and two oz thꝛee 
gel times in the weeke they vſed good Spices in 
nel their meates: Foꝛ this is the moſt wholſome 
\ time of all the peare, in which commeth no ſick⸗ 
erl nefſes but by great exceſſe and outrages don to 
| nature, with euilldyet. | 
C4 Attro- 
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Aſtronamers ſay alſo, that the Spꝛing is hot 
and moyſt, of the nature of the Ayze, and Com- 
plection of the Sanguine, and that in the ſame 
time nature reioyceth, and the Pozes openeth, 
and the Blood ſpꝛeadeth thꝛough the veynes 
moꝛe then in any time. The Summer is hotte 
and dzy, ol the nature of Fire, and of Complec- 
tion Cholerick; in which time, one ought to 
keepe him from all things that mooneth and 
ſtirreth to heate, as violent excrcife, and hotte 
meates. Marueſt is cold and dzy, and of the 
nature of the Earth, and Complection-of Me- 
lancholy; in the whichtime, one ought to keepe 
him from dooing exceſe moze then inany other 
time, koꝛ danger ot ſicknes, to the which that 
time is diſpoſed, But Winter is cold and moyſt, 
of the nature of Mater, and of Complection 
Fiegmatfick ; then a man onght foz to keephim 
mectly warme, and meancly loz to liue in health 
of body.

going downe, and incontinent (after the dunne 
is downe) then beginneth the firſt hower of the 
night, that is fo2 the ſeuenth Planet; and the 
ſecond houre of the night fo2 the fourteen; and 


. fo vnto twelue howers foz the night, that is the 


twelkth and ſo vnto twelue houres koz the night, 
that is the next hower b:foge the ſunne ring. 
and come directly falling vnto the twenty foure 
Planet. which is next befoze that the day fol- 

lowing, 
And thus the day hath twelue ho wers, and 
the night twelue alſo, the which are tempoꝛall 
F 4 howers.

The howers of the Planets are different to 
the clockes, fo the howers of the clock are al- 
waics cquall of th:ce ſcoze minutes, but they of 
the Planets (when ths dayes and nightes are 
equall) is equall, when the Sunne is in the T- 
quinoctiall: But as ſoone as the dayes lengthen 
v2 thozten, fo doth the naturall hower : by this 
it is conuenient foz the day to haue twelue tem- 
pozall howers, and the night allo : And when 
the dayes are long and the howers — 70 and 
when the dayes are ſhozt, and the nights like⸗ 
wiſe, then haue they ſike ſtoꝛe minutes, as ma- 
ny as two artiũciall, ſoꝛ what one leaueth the 
other tak eth; and we take the Planetarie how- 
er from the lunne rifing to his ſetting, and not 
befoze, the reſt is night. | 

As foz example: In December the 2 
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haue but eight howers artificiall of the clockes, 
and it hath twelue tempozall ; let the eight ar- 
tifictall howers be dinided into twelue equall 
parts, and it ſhall be twelue times fozty mi⸗ 
nutes, and euery part ſhall be a tempozall how- 
er, which is ol fozty minuts and no mo2e, 

Thus in December the tempozall holwers 
of the day haue but fozty minutes, but the how- 
ers of the night haue foure ſcozc; foz in that 
time the nightes haue ſixteen howers artifici- 
all, which diuided info twelue parts are foure 
ſcoze minutes, fo2 euery tempozall hower, 

Thus the houre of the night in December 
haue foure ſcoze minutes; and fozty foz an hows 
er of the day ts ſi re ſcoze minutes, in two fem- 

2all howers, as many as in two howers artt: 
iciall, that are each of foꝛty minutes: in June 
is the contrary; in Much and in September all 
howers are equall, as the dayes are in the other 
maneths by cquall pꝛopoꝛt ion. 

With euery Planet (befoze named) are the

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euill inclinations : Aſtronomers ble this Sct- 
excc no other wiſc, as pzudent, vertuous, and 
wiſe men; foz the tokens that doc ſtanifie vice, 
is not ſcene ina wiſe man, thaugh the ſigne be 
ſo: foꝛ how be it, that a man by his wiſdome 
and vnderſtanding follow not the euill influcn- 
ces of the cele ſtiall bodies that be vpon him, and 
pet cozrupteth not the ſignes and demonſtrati⸗ 
ons of the ſatd influences, but thoſe ſignes na⸗ 
turallp haue domination on them in the which 
they be, foz to haue naturally that which they 
doe ſigniſie though that a man follow them, oz 
follow them not. 

Wheretfoze Aſtronomers ſap, that the moſf 
part of men and women follow their naturall in-

and moyſt; they ouer whom the water gouer⸗ 
neth is flegmatick of complex ion, which is cold 
and moyſt; they on whom the earth ruleth is 
of the melancholy complexton, that is to ſay, 
cold and dzy; the which Complexions they doe 
know and diſcerne the one from the other. 


As the Cholerick hath the nature of fire, hot 


and day, naturally is leanz and lender, coue⸗ 
tous, iretull, haſty, b2aineleſſe, kooliſh, malitt⸗ 
dus, detcittull, and ſubtile where he beſtoweth 
his witt: he hith wine of the Lyon, that is to 
ſxy, when he is dꝛunk he chideth, fighteth, and 
commonly he loneth to be cloaty2d in black ruſ- 
ſet, and in gray. 

The Sanguine is of the nature of th? ayre, 
hot and moyſt, and is large plenteous, tempe⸗ 
rate, amiable, aboundant in nature, merry, ſin⸗ 
ging, laughing, pleaſant, ruddy, and gracious: 
he hath his wine of the Ape, the moze he dzin⸗ 
k-th the merrier he is, and he is much affected 
to 
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» Women, and naturally he doth take molt de⸗ 
light in high coloured cloth, 

The Flegmatick hath nature of water, and is 
cold and moyſt; he is heauy, flow, eepy, inge⸗ 
nious, commonly he ſpitteth when he is moo- 
ted, and hath his wine of the Sheepe, foz when 
he is dꝛunke he accounteth himſelke wiſeſt, and 
he loueth to weare green toloured Cloth. 

The Pelancholy is of the nature of Garth, 
and is cold and d2y; he is couetous, a backbiter, 
walicious, and flow ; his wine is of the Hogge, 
foz when he is dzunke he deſireth ſleepe, and to 


iy downe and take his reſt, and he loueth the 


coulour of black beſt. 


O to come to our purpsſ: of ſpeaking of 
viſible ſignes, we will ſpeake of the ſtones 
of the Head. 

Firſt, we warne you to beware of all perfor® 
that haue defarilt of members naturally, as of 
koote, hand, eye, oꝛ other member, one that is 
cripled, and cſpectaily of a man that hath not a 
beard, foz ſuch are inclined to divers vices and 
euills, and one ought to eſchew his company as 
his moztall enemie.

CHAP. L VI. 
Of Palmeſtry, with the iudgeinent, diſtinction, 
and Lines of the Hand. 


E ancient Grecians did much vle this di- 
uination, which ts gathered by the behol⸗ 
ding of Pans Mand, called Chyromancia, 92 
Palmeſtry ; foz by this you may percetue and [2z 
the ſecret wozkes of nature, how aptly and ne- 
ceſſary that ſhe hath compo:nded and knit each 
member with other ; giuing vnto the hand (as 
bnto a table) certaine ſignes and tokens, where⸗ 
by to diſcerne and know the inward motion and 
affections of the mind and heart, with the in- 
ward ſkate of the whole body, as alſo our incli⸗ 
nations and aptneſCe to all our externall ad ions 
and dooings. 

The Hand being extended oz opened abzoad, 
the plaine within is called the Palme, in the 
mtidf whereof there is a certaine ſpace called the 
con6aie 03 hollow1efſe a out of the which I. 
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fiue fingers haue their oꝛiginall and beginning: 
amongſt the which, the firſt being the ſtrongelt 
and moftgroſſe, is called the Thumbe: and the 
next is called the Inder 02 Foze-finget ; the 
next that followeth and is in the midſt of the 
fue, is by name called the Mibdle-finger : next 
after this is the Ring-finger, on which com: 
monly men weare a Ring: laft and leaſt of all, 
is called the Care-finger, becauſe it is common- 
ly bled to make cleane the eares: and thus far 
concerning the fingers, 

Moꝛeouer, the hand being cloſed and ſhut vp 
with the'fingers clefed in, it is called the Fiſt ; 
the next part is called the PercuTion, oz ſtroke 
of the hand: then the place where the hand is 
gathered in and ioyned to the arme, it is called 
the WMziſt. 

Futthermeze, euery finger hath his p2oper 
riſingo2 ſwelling of the fleſh, which doth riſe at 
the roote 02 nether part of the ſaid fingers, and 
are called Hilles, being attributed to the names 
of the Planets: among the which, is reckoned 

the riſing oz hill in the nether part of the Fill, 
called th2 Þercuſſionof the hand; lo that in the 
hand are limited ſeucrall places vnto every of 
the Planeta, whereby iudgement map be gathe- 
red. As firſt.foz the rifing oz hill ot the thumbe, 
ts * to Venus, and marked with this cha⸗ 
racter, 
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racter, 2. the hill ol the foze⸗finger to Jupiter, 
and is thus noted, U. to the middle finger is at- 
fributed Saturne, with this note, þ, the ring- 
finger to the Sunne, with this character, ©, the 
hill of the eare finger to Mercuri, with this F. 
marke: the riſing oz hill in the percuſſion the 
Moone doth poſſeſſe , and is thus figured, ». 
Now what place Mars & ſhall haue we will 
ſhew hereafter. 

But fir we will make deſcription of the in- 
ciſtons and diutſions of the Hand, which we call 
the Lines; amongſt the which, theſe following 
be the chiefs and pꝛincipall. 

The Wi3ift, which diuideth the hand from 
the arme, and is almoſt ioyned to the line of 
Life, oz of the Heart, beginneth vndes the hill 
of the Foze-finger, and between that and the 
Thumbe, and doth diuide the hand, ſtretching 
downeward towards the wziſt: In the ſame 
ſide of the hand, at the hill of the foze-finger, be⸗ 
ginneth aline which paſſethoucrthwart the hand 
to the hill of the Moone, and is called the ꝙid⸗ 


dle oz Naturall line; and theſe two lines begin⸗ 


ning and paſſing ſundzy waies, it maketh the 
fozme of a triangle, to the which, if the line of 
the Liuer oz Stomack, which beginneth ouer⸗ 
againſt the wzift, and paſſeth vnder the hill of 
the thambe to the hill of the Poone, by the mid⸗ 
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dle naturall line doth appeare (as in ſome it 
doth not) it finifhcth the triangle; and the ſpace 
which are within theſe lines are attributed to 
Mars. There is alſo an other line called the Ta⸗ 
ble:line, beginning vnder the Eare-finger, at 
the endof the hill ofthe Moone, and runneth to 
the foꝛe⸗finger, and is fo called, becauſe that the 
ſpace between it and the middle oz naturall⸗line, 
doth ſhew the faſhion of a table, and is called 
the Table quadꝛanale of the hand; and the line 
is alfo called the line of Foꝛtune: And theſe be 
alinolk the chicfe deuiſions oz lines of the hand, 
to the which, all other lefſe and ſmaller incifions 
are referred, | 

But now (as neere as we can) we will de- 
ſcribe them all, and ſhew their nature and ſigni- 
fication. 

And frff Jthinke fitting to ſpeake of thole 
lines which take their domination 02 name of 
the thꝛee pꝛincipall members of Pans body; 
that is of the Heart, the Bꝛaine, and the Wiuer: 
In theſe parts is an changed and altered; ſo 
by thoſe thʒee inciſions and lines, a man may 
fozcſee and pꝛognoſticate whatſocucr ſhall hap⸗ 
pen, touching health, adnorſity, oz any other
